The features of the characterizing part of claim 1 
represent the difference between the cannula for a 
handheld medical or dental device according to document Dl 
and the one according to claim 1. 



Said features result in a cannula design that is not only 
compact but also simple, since the straight body of the 
cannula sleeve uses a simple pre- fabricated cannula sleeve 
and can be mounted by insertion. 

Document US2002013 7006 (figure 1; column 3, paragraph 45) 
discloses arranging two supply lines in a cannula, one of 
which surrounds the other as an annular gap. None of the 
documents discloses additionally linking a further junction 
channel with the ring nozzle (see application, figures 3 
and 4, reference sign 58). 

The device according to claim 1 is industrially applicable 
and thus also satisfies the requirements of PCT Article
